Cmcado, May 27.—The outlook for the 
Republican nomination is variously regard- 
ed, according to the position of the spectator 
on the ship. The Captains up on the bridge, 
elevated and confidential, say it is all per- 
fectly clear. The huddled crew and passen- 
gers on deck look off and away with the 
greatest interest, and see nothing at ali. 
And the lookouts in the bows, which are the 
newspaper reporters, wipe their glasses, 
hitch up their trousers, change their tobacco 
from one cheek to the other, and say, with 
Jack Bunsby, “If so, then avast there! 
Why not? Then so be it!” 

I first, Is the apparent 
strength of Grant delegates to be d epended 
on? Is the agazregate what the Captains of 
tens here and fifties there count it up to be? 
The Grant leaders say yes. The anti-Grant 
men say several of the delegates will break 
from Grant, and, in the language of the day, 
“split wide open.” Of these delegations in

THE SUBJECT OF CAVIL. 
It is claimed on one side that not less than 
fifty delegates from those States are ardent 
to abandon Grant and go for Blaine or Sher- 
man, and will do soif they are allowed to 
violate the unit regulation. The Grant men 
affirm that the disaffection all told is not 
above twelve to fifteen delegates, and that 
Grant is gaining recruits in other delegations 
rather than losing them in his strongholds. 
To settle this issue it will be necessary to 
test the right of the unit instruction, but, 
before this, the initial organization of the 
Convention will call for a test vote, by 
which, probably, the course of the weaker 
class of politicians will be guided. 

Meantime the debate is hot in the hotels 


and heddquarter rooms as to whether Grant | 


can by any possibility be elected. This 
question is being pushed on the delegates 
singly or in groups with entreaty and argu- 
ment, and until last evening the discussion 
proceeded, when all apparently gave out, 
and to-night Chicago is quieter than last 
night. 

Among the influences on the spot are two 
antagonistic representations of what are 
called the Scratchers in the State of New 
York. The great deficiencies in Gov. Cor- 


nell’s vote last fall has been partly attributed 


to the Scratchers’ orgrnization. Not long 
ago they had a conference at Albany, where 
a decided difference of opinion was devel- 
oped. The majority of the Scratchers were 
notin favor of including Blaine and the 
other candidates in the ostracism of Grant. 
But there was a minority apparently as hos- 
tlie to Blaine, and, indeed, to everybody 
likely to get the nomination, as to Grant, 
An Executive Committee of nine persons 
was formed at that meeting, and instructed 
to bend all their efforts to defeat Grant’s 
nomination, but not to make any other 
issue. However, like executive dommittees 
had no sooner got 
than they assumed 
the responsibility of including Blaine, 
Sherman, and even Washburne, in the taboo- 
ing. The acting portion of this Executive 
Committee went into conference with the 
Inde ts of Massachusetts and Penn- 
syl a, who were also hostile to Blaine as 
to Grant.

In 1960 thb Republican Convention was un- 
usually excited; the friends of Seward, 
Chase, Lincoln, and Bates were strong in the 
advocacy of their favorit, but there was not 
heard one word of murmur against the nomi- 
nation of either of these men because of any- 
thing in their past record. The entire Re- 
publican party, without a division, was pre- 
pared to accept the nomination and support 
the candidate. No man suggested for the 
nomination was met by any protest because 
of any personal, or political, or legal objec- 
tion making bis candidacy offensive to the 
moral or traditional sentiment of the coun- 
try. It has heretofore always been a strug 
gle between the friends of rival candidates 
as to which one of a number of unobjection- 
able men should be chosen, and nothing 
more, 

Sueh is not the case now. The contest has 
a wider difference of opinion, There is a pos- 
itive and peremptory protest from all the Re- 
publican States against the nomination of 
Gen. Grant. That protest is not because of 
any personal dislike to him, but because of a 
well-settled conviction that, if nominated, he 
cannot be elected, and because he ought not 
to be elected, The objection that he cannot 
be elected is sustained by the popular protest 
of the Republicans in those Republican 
States whose Electoral votes are imperative- 
ly necessary to his election, There is no Re 
publican in Ohio who believes that Grant can 
carry that State, and defeat in Ohio at the 
October election will be but the forerunner 
of his overwhelming and disastrous defeat 
in New Tork, Pennsylvania, IIlinois, Wis- 
consin, Indiana, New Hampshire, and New 
Jersey in November. This objection that he 
cannot be elected comes with the almost 
unanimous protests of the Republicans of 
Ohio and Indiana, and is sustained by the 
protests of the Republicans of Kansas, Iowa, 
lilinois, Michigan, and Wisconsin. 

The only Northern State that sends a unan- 
imous demand for Grant’s nomination is the 
little State of Colorado, which has but one 
Congressional district and three Electoral 
votes. 

The second objection, that if nominated he 
ought not to be elected, is of vital importance, 
because it furnishes a sufficient reason to 
tens of thousands of Republicans for re- 
fusing to support him, if not for directly 
voting against him. It is an objection which 
is entértained by Republicans in every State 
of the Union. It is a vital objection, because 
it invites if not compels all those who enter- 
tain it to defeat him, and in 80 doing defeat 
the party at all hazards. 

Gen. Grant has been twice elected; has 
served two terms, and so unfortunate if not 
disgraceful was the second term that 
the Republicans, in their State Con- 
ventions generally, anticipated the action 
of the. Cincinnati Convention in 1876 by de- 
claring in strong terths their devotion to the 
National policy of limiting service in the 
Presidential office to two terms. That is the 
law of the land,—a law which, though un- 
written, is stronger than statutes and con- 
stitutions, because founded upon the tradi- 
tions, the memories, and the republican in- 
stincts and feelings of the whole people. 

There arein every Northern State in this 
country a great body of Republicans whose 
objection to a third term cannot be overcome 
by party allegiance or by party discipline. 
In some of the strongest Republican States 
this feeling is so widespread and so deep as 
to render it morally certain that the Repub- 
lican opposition to a third term will defeat a 
third-term candidate in such States. 

The objection that if nominated Gen. Grant 
ought not to be elected is strengthened by 
the means and devices resorted to by certain 
unscrupulous political bosses to force his 
nomination upon unwilling members of the 
party. The State Conventions in New York 
and Pennsylvania were tyrannical in the ex- 
treme. We need not repeat their history, 
which did much te arouse the people of the 
Western Statesin their own defense. But 
the Illinois Convention has aroused a Nation- 
al feeling of disgust. The New York and 
Pennsylvania Conventions, however, con- 
fined their usurpations to the [mpotent effort 
to stifle popular sentiment by dictating the 
rule to vote by unit; but they left each Con- 
gressional delegation free to appoint ite own 
delegates. Not so in Illinois. Here the Con- 
vention itself was corrupted by the 
exclusion of a sufficient number of 
legal delegates and the admission of 
illegal delegates to gain a small majority, 
and then by taking from ten of the nineteen 
Congressional districts the power and the 
right to appoint their own delegates to 
Chicago,—and which right they had already 
exercised,—appointing twenty other delegates 
in their place. This was the usurpation of 
an arbitrary power, not attempted in this 
country before. 

This scandalous attempt to secure Grant’s 
nomination by giving him 42 votes from IIII- 
nois, when at most he could only ciaim 2, 
to 20 against him, has increased by intensi- 
fying the hostility to such a nomination. 

For these reasons there is an excitement 
concerning this nomination such as has never 
existed before. On the one side is a persist- 
ent effort by a combination of desperado 
spoils bosses; already in bad odor with the 
majority of the people, tosuppress and de- 
feat any eholee by the general body of the 
party, and to defy and to override with con- 
tempt all the protests from the Repu 
voters of Republican States against the - 
ination of a man who, in the declared judg- 
ment of tens of thousands, cannot and ought 
not to be elected if nominated.

But as 
the speaker proceeded the merriment ceased, 
the laughter died away, and there super- 
vened that peculiar sound, half rustle, half 
murmur, described as sensation.“ which was 
soon supplemented by the hush of absolute 
silence. The audience fully comprehended 
the force of the parallel. They were 
startled by its appositness and moved to 
profound reflection. The American people 
are too prone to laugh at the idea that their 
cherished form of government can ever be 
endangered by the machinations of any cabal 
of ambitious men. In their magnificent 
pride and superb courage they are apt to dis- 
regard the lessons of history. But the audi- 
ence in Music-Hall was composed of men 
and women of first-rate intellectual capacity 
and high eulture,—the flower of the profes- 
sional, literary, mercantile, and enterprising 
classes of Chicago,—and Mr. Mason’s start- 
ling parallel shocked them. They passed in 
review the methods adopted by the “ three 
Consuls” of the Republican party to force 
the nomination of Gen. Grant upon an un- 
willing constituency, and realized that their 
motives must be as bad as their methods. 
Then it became plain te them that three men 
seek the absolute control of the grandest 
party of American history,—seek to name the 
President in opposition to the wishes of the 
masses composing the party; and in pursu- 
ance of this usurping purpose seek ruthles- 
ly to strike down the most hallowed of party 
precedents. Then, when Mr. Mason uttered 
his warning—“ Look well to it that they do 
not establish their pire over us — there 
went up a great shottt öf applause, which rose 
and fell, and rose again, voicing the will of 
thousands of determined men and patriotic 
women.

The supporters of Gen. Grant for a third 
term of the Presidency are about to meet 
in this city. managers pretend to have 
enough strength to nominate him on the 
first ballot.

Arkan sas is solid for Grant, but it was solid 
for Tilden by 19,000 majority. Kentucky is 
solid for Grant, but it was solid for Tilden 
by 60,000 majority. Missouri is solid for 
Grant, but it was solid for Tilden by 54,000 
majority, and has since gone 88,000 Demo- 
eratic. North Carolina is solid for Grant, 
but it was solid for Tilden by 17,000 majority.

Virginia is 
claimed to be solid for Grant. but it was solid 
for Tilden by 44,000 majority. These States can 
give Gen. Grant 140 votes in the Convention, 
but in 1876 they gave Tilden 288,000 popular 
majority, and they will give the Democratic 
candidate, whoever he may be in 1880, 70 
Electoral votes and 350,000 popular majority.

THE NATIONAL SIGNIFICANCE OF OHI- 
CAGO’S PROTEST. 

If the delegates and visitors to the Chicago 
Convention can escape the small cligue of 
machine officeholders and their cronies who 
are still “booming” for a third term of 
Grant, they will find among the people of 
this city and this State the most determined 
and deep-rooted opposition to the third-term 
scheme. If it shall occur to them that this 
pronounced antagonism among Republican 
voters to a conspicuous candidate before the 
Convention is altogether unusual, they need 
not be at a loss to discover the true explana- 
tion. It would be very strange if the Re- 
publicans of Illinois should radically differ 
from the people of adjoining States of the 
same section. It would bea curious political 
freak if the great majority of the Republican 
voters in Ohio, Indiana, and Michigan on 
one side of IIlinols, and in Wisconsin, 
Iowa, Minnesota, and Kansas on the 
other side of Lllinois, should be opposed 
to the nomination of Grant,—as they are,— 
and in Illinois, lying between, should have 
the ‘‘spontaneity ” for the third-term candi- 
date which has been élaimed by his official 
managers. The people of the great North- 
west are bound together by like interests and 
sympathies. They have been almost solidly 
Republican in politics during the last twenty- 
four years. ‘Their preferences and dislikes 
are almost uniformly the same, and it would 
be anomalous if this State were an organic 
exception in the present struggle. 

But there is another and more potent rea- 
son for the universal and emphatic expres- 
sion of the popular opposition to the third- 
term scheme in Chicago and Illinois. The 
people of this State, and especially of this 
city, are under the ban of disfranchisement 
as the case stands to-day before the National 
Convention. They are rebelling en masse 
against usurpation, oppression, fraud, and 
theft. 

If the delegates to the National Convention 
could have looked in upon the two immense 
meetings of citizens which were held in this 
city on Wednesday evening to protest against 
the Logan fraud, they would one and all 
have been satished that the Republican 
voters cannot be cheated in the name of the 
Republican party without being excited to 
vindicate their personal and political rights 
at the polls. And yet the meeting at Central 
Music-Hall and the overflow in Farwell Hall 
inadequately represented the popular indig- 
ngtion of Cook County Republicans, acting 
for the disfranchised Republicans of half the 
State, at the outrage which the Grant mana- 
gers have put upon them. If it had been pos- 
sible to procure the Convention hall, with a 
seating capacity of 10,000, the Wednesday 
night meeting would still have had an over- 
flow of protesting English-speaking Republic- 
ans, and the next night the hall could have 
been filled again with protesting German 
Republicans. 

Chicago knows how to protest against in- 

justice and usurpation. The Exposition 
Building was once filled with a surging 
‘mass of 18,000 or 20,000 people to cry out 
against a usurping Mayor anda bogus City 
Government. The present effort at disfran- 
chisement is infinitly more irritating, because 
it has a National bearing, and seeks to pros 
titute the National Republican party to its 
base purposes. 
Ten Congressional districts of Milinois, 
three of them representing the great County 
of Cook, and Ali of them ready and anxious 
to vote for any Republitan candidate except 
the third-term candidate, demand that the 
National Convention of the Republican party 
shall not permit nine other Congressional 
districts of this State, nearly all of which 
are hopelessly Demoeratie, to exclude them 
from a voice in the selection of a candidate. 
The great majority of the Republican yoters 
in these ten Republican districts have been 
opposed from the start to Grant’s nomination 
for the same reasons that have prompted the 
Republican States of the Northwest to send 
solid anti-Grant delegations to the National 
Convention. Now, when they are threatened 
with fraudulent disfranchisement—menaced 
with political annihilatién—because of their 
convictions, there is little wonder that their 
opposition is turned into something like a re- 
volt, yea, a revolution, and that they unite in 
a resentment which forebodes a terrible pun- 
ishment to the men who are trying to ride 
over them. The stand-and-deliver policy has 
never before been attempted in Illinois pol- 
ities.

It is the business of the delegates to the 
National Convention to estimate this protest 
at its real value. If they fall to do so, the 
blame of the consequences will be upon 


them. 
INDIANA AND ILLINOD, 

In Indiana, at the time fixed for appoint- 
ing delegates to the Chicago Convention, a 
meeting of the State Committee was held at 
Indianapolis, and that Committee appointed 
four delegates to represent the State at 
large. On the same day the Republicans of 
each Congressional district in the State mét 
in their several districts, and each distriet 
appointed two delegates to the Chicago Con- 
vention. 

In IIlinois there was a State Convention, 
the delegates to which from each Congres- 
sional district held a separate meeting and 
appointed two delegates to the Chicago Con- 
vention, making thirty-eight in. all from the 
nineteen Congressional districts.: This had 
been the universal practicé in this State. A 
domineering faction of the State Conven- 
tion, however, in addition to the appointment 
of the four delegates-at-large, undertook to 
set aside the appointments already made in 
ten of the Congressional districts and to ap- 
point twenty other delegates to represent the 
minority in those distficts. 

Now, had the State Committee in Indiana, 
in addition te appointing the delegates at 
large, and after the distriets had made their 
selections, also appointed delegates to repre- 
sent the thirteen Congressional districts of 
that State, ignoring the right of each district 
to appoint its own delegates, the usurpation 
by that Committee would have beén pre- 
cisely the same as that attempted In IIlinols. 
Would the Republicans of Indiana submit 
to such an outrage and disfranchisement? 
Would the Republicans of any other State 
have sanctioned and approved such an out- 
rage upon their brethren of Indiana? Will 
they permit the outrage on Illinois to be

The Feeling in Adams County, Hlinois. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 
Quincy, III., May 26.—The State Convention 
held at Springueld a few days since resulted in 
the selection of what is supposed to be asolid 
Grant delegation. In view of the attendant cir- 
cumstances, this result is so extraordinary as to 
furnish the text for a political sermon well 
worth remembering by the voters of Illinois so 
long as their patronage is necessary to the ap-

How har- 
monious this conclusion was can be determined 
by reading the reports of the deliberations of 
that serene body. As to pledging the Repub- 
licans of Lilinois to support Gen. Grant fora 
third term, the writer would like the liberty of 
reporting to the Republicans at large of Illinois 
that he knows from personal acquaintance with

The opposition to Gen. Grant for a third term 
was pretty firmly settled in the minds of influ- 
ential Republicans long before the State C@- 
vention; that opposition has beceme a fixed de- 
termination with many; so fired that no party 
lash can dixplace it. There may be States where 
the party lush can be successfully applied upon 
Republican voters. It is submitted that Llinois 
is not such a State. At any rate, the public may 
take it for granted that there are a great many 
Republican voters in Adams County who will 
vote independently, and cannot be driven to vote 
for Grant.

Facts Not to Be Disregarded. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

BERKELEY Sprinas, W. Va., May 26.—The de- 
sire to secure the triumph of the Republican 
party at the next Presidential election should 
control the action of the delegates to Chicago. 

Mere personal preferences should be merged 
in the nobler aspiration—the good of the coun- 
try. No matter who may be nominated by the 
respective parties, the contest will be close and 
doubtful. This fact will not be disputed by any 
one well informed on the subject. 

It requires 185 Electoral votes to elect. The 
Democratic nominee, no matter who it may be, 
will certainly receive 138 votes from the recent 
slave States. That may be regarded as a fixed 
fact. To influence the nomination at Chicago, it 
may be claimed by the partisans of Gen. Grant 
that he can carry one or two of those States, 
—but that will not change the fact. 

The election machinery is in the hands of the 
white men,—the Democrats. No matter how the 
ballots may be cast, they will be so counted, 
or rather not counted, as to give the majorities 
to the Democratic Electoral] ticket. 

In the nature of things this must and will be 
so. The Anglo-Saxon, or white, will not suffer 
itself to be dominated by any other race. It is 
in the blood, and it is useless to reason on the 


subject. 

The old free States will give 240 Electoral votes. 
To succeed, the Democrats only need forty- 
seven of that number. Can they get them? 

That depends on the action of the Chicago 
Convention. 

When Gen. Grant was made President because 
he happened to be at the head of the Federal 
forces when the Confederacy collapsed, the Re- 

ublicans had two-thirds of the mem of the 

ouse of Representatives. 

When he left the Presidency, the Democrats 
had fifty majority in the House, and over 300,000 
majority of popular vote of the Nation! 
Why tnis unparalicied change in popular senti- 
ment? Jt was because the Re w had be- 
come dissatisfied with his Adminstration ! 

Public opinion had settled down in the convic- 
tion that, from his instincts, habits, and associa- 
tions, or from some other cause, he was under 
the influence of inferior and corrupt men. 

Whether this conviction was just or not is not 
now to be discussed. 

That it did exist no one will deny. The Re- 
publican majorities. as a consequence, were so 
reduced that his successor was elected by a 
singie Electoral vote. 

Ine Republican party has not yet recovered 
from its baneful influence, as shown by the most 
recent elections. 

It, as aguinst all other parties, only a year ago 
was in the minority in the following States: Cal- 
ifornia, 24,212; Connecticut, 5, 82; Lilinois, 20,335; 
Indiana, 59,184; and Maine, 492. 

These States give lde Electoral votes. Remem- 
ber, the Democrats only need 47 from these 
States to elect. Again, Ohio, New Jersey, In- 
diana, and Connecticut can give them 8&2 votes, 
5 more than necessary. 

This fact shows the gossamer thread by which 
the fate of the Republican — d is suspended; 
and yet there are men so reckless of conse- 
quences that they play with it as though it were 
the cable of an oceun steamer! Is New York 
certain for the Republican ticket? 

Let us see. It gave its. Elecjoral vote to Til- 
den by a majority of over 32,000 four years ago.

Gen. Milo S. Hascall on the Dan- 
gers of Third-Termism. 


If Grant Is Nominated Indiana Is 
Lost, and He Wants No Nomi- 
nation for Auditor of 
State. 


Gosnen, Ind., May 27.—To the Republicans of 
Indiana: My name being prominently before the 
public as a candidate for Auditor of State before 
the forthcoming Republican Convention, to be 
held at Indianapolis June 17, I am in receipt of a 
number of letters recently asking if it is a fact 
that I have said I do hot desire the nomination 
in case Gen. Grant is nominated for President at 
Chicago. This is a very proper question to be 
asked, and I take this public method of answer- 
ing it. Letit be understood, then, that in that 
event I shall not be a candidate before the 
Convention for nomination. I have not 
sO poor an opinion of the stability and 
perpetuity of this Republic as to think that any 
one man is necessary to its continued existence. 
In fact, I am not in favorof the one-man power. 
I am decidedly of the opinion that if Conkling- 
ism were eliminated from the poltics of New 
York, Cameronism from Penniylvania, and Lo- 
garrism from Llinois, it would be decidedly bet- 
ter for the Republican y and the country at 
large, and the coming Convention at Chicago 
can do the Republica party no greater service 
than by must emphatically repudiating that tri- 
umvirate, their measures, methods, and men. 
The State of Indiana in its selection of delegates 
to the National Convention has most emphatic- 
ally repudiated third-termism and all its con- 
comitant evils, yet we have the spectacle before 
us to-day of the Chairman of the Republican 
State Central Committee cheek by jowl with 
Cameron, Logan, and Conkling to force third- 
termism and the one-man power upon the 
country, the inevitable tendency of which 
will be to defeat if not to utterly disband 
the Republican party in the State and Nation.

Let all — 4 — who can 
zo up to Chicago, and teach our Chairman 
and our delegates to Chicago, if any are 
disposed to falter, that we propose to have 
the wishes of the people as already expressed 
carried out in Convention, and wo be to bim 
who stands in the way. It these sentiments de- 
feat me for nomination in case my name goes 
before the Convention, all right, and it is proper 
in that case that | should be defeated. It will 
do no good to sound the alarm after the mis- 
chief is done, or to lock the stable after the 
horse is stolen. I am opposed to supporting any 
man for a position on our State ticket that dare 
not speak his mind on these subjects and does 
not do ali in his power to avert the terrible evils 
that now so seriously threaten the Republican 
party.

COMMISSIONER WALLER. 


A Taxpayer Defends Him Against the 
Attacks of Contractors and Tax- 
Eaters. 4 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, May 26.—I am no deferder or cham- 
pion of Mr. Waller, the Commissioner of Public 
Works of the City of Chicago. Mr. Waller may 
have his peculiarities. Who has not? Mr. 
Waller may find it necessary to speak positively 
sometimes in order to put an end to the multi- 
farious discussions and arguments going on in 
his office. He is one man, and the applicants 
for place, contracts, permits, and decisions are 
legion. He has to meet and decide for many 
persons, each one intent in carrying out some 
peculiar plan for his own purposes of pleasure 
and profit. 

Now, if Mr. Waller's experience of the past 
twenty or more years as a land-agent resident 
here, and acting for persons taxed, assessed, and 
called upon to pay out money for publie and 
private improvements, has fitted him for 
the discharge of the duties of his 
present position, let us give bim 
eredit for it, and let us see how far he is likely to 
be doing wrong when at least upon is face his 
course seems to be in the direction of economy 
to the city and to the individuals who are to

making to have work done cheaply for the city 
and its inhabitants?

The public 754 do not 
seem to be complaining of Mr. Waller's undue 


zeal. 

If Mr. Waller is aiding the Mayor in his very 
laudable, even if it be a personal, pride, in mak- 
ing this Administration so economical an one 
that, when it ends its record, it may be made to 
appear the best of all, lam sure we, the people, 
have no objection. ; 

We do not care it it be mere personal vanity 
or pride which leads these two gentlemen to de- 
sire to leave a fair fame for economy behind 
them, provided that in so doing they save us 


from the taxation to which we have heretotore , 


been subjected, and place the name and credit 
of Chicago high. 

I do not think that economy is peculiarly 
Democratic. I think that it is just as Repub- 
lican to be vigilant and saving.

am constrained to say that I have in no case 
had reason to think he has been actuated by any 
but the best motives, and I have in all my time 
failed to meet a more courteous official. 

My intercourse with the public offices and

Let us take it for granted that we, the public 
and the taxpayers, are being p evenif 
our defender is compelled to deal heavy blows in 
that protection, and let us aceord ordinary credit 
to our agent until that agent is at least assailed 
by others than those whose private interests are 
thwarted by his vigilance. Let the intelligent 
members of the Council * themselves as to 
what is going on, and I imagine they will see 
who is right—the Commissioner or the private 
contractors. 

I know of what I speak when I say that the 
business of procuring private contracts is one in 
which some men have become so skilled that 
owners cannot protect themselves, and hence 
Mr. Waller deserves our gratitude for giving the 
subject his close attention and the efit of his 
experience and skill.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 24.—“ Now for 
Chicago!” is the exclamation that is upon 
the lips of every one in Washington to-day. 
As long as there remained a single one of the 
great Northern States which had not spoken 
through its Convention, as long as there 
were delegates to capture, all eyes were 
turned to the local contests, and people were 
anxious to hear the latest news from Mary- 
land or Minnesota, from New Jersey or Lili- 
nois; but when the Springtield Conven- 
tion adjourned, and the politicians of the 
Capital, footing up the columns of their tab- 
ular estimates, found that neither of the can- 
didates had secured in advance a majority of 
all the delegates to the National Convention, 
they realized as they had at no previous time 
since the contest began that the great battle- 
ground after all was to be in the Exposition 
Hall in Chicago, and began ta review the 
forces that are to gather there next week, 
and to tell them off as likely to be found on 
the one side or the other in the preliminary 
struggle upon which 80 much is certain to 
depend. 

t is true that the third-term managers, 
since the Logan machine did such effective 
work in Springfield, have been asserting as 
with one voice that their triumph in Illinois 
has made the nomination of Gen. Grant on 
the first ballot certain. Senator Don 
Cameron, the day before he left for the 
West. had the assurance to tell à very near 
friend of Mr. Blaine that the contest was 
already decided; that the nomination of the 
ex-President, on the first ballot, was inevita- 
ble, and that the only question which re- 
mained for the other candidates to decide 
was whether or not they would withdraw 
their names before the Convention met and 
allow Gen. Grant to be nominated by ac- 
clamation, thus securing for themselves the 
influence with the new Administration to 
which their position in the party entitles 
them.

An Inter-Ocean Creditor Hunt- 
ing for Assets. 


Record of Judgments, Divorces, New Suits, Ete.— 
Settling Up a Partnership. 


FAWCETT V. THE “‘ INTER-OCEAN.”’ 
The case of William L. Faweett v. The 
Inter-Ocean Company was called for trial 
yesterday afternoon before Judge Jameson. 
Mr. E. A. Small appeared for the Company 
and asked to have the case postponed a 
couple of weeks—just until after the Con- 
vention—as he was engaged in another case. 
He, however, did not expect to be engaged 
but a day or two, and Judge Jameson said 
he would not continue the case so long, as 
he was pressed with business. He then con- 
sented to postpone the trial until this 
morning to see what arrangements 
can be made. It is expected that if the mo- 
tion for continuance is unsuccessful, an ap- 
plication will be made for change of venue. 
The testimony would not be wholesome read- 
ing for the Grant delegates next week to the 
Convention. the case is a creditor’s bill 
against the Inter-Ocean Company, now dead, 
the Inter-Ocean r Company. still 
showing signs of life, W. P. Nixon, J. X. 
Scammon, and others, to discover assets with 
which to satisfy a judgment for 810,753. 
Faweett was enga as financial and 
real-estate editor of the Inter-Ocean 
March, 1874, at a salary of 
rear, of which he wasto be paid 
$75 a week, and $2,550 at the end of each 
half year. He received the weekly portion 
— 2 8 but when he came to ask for the 
semi-annual payment the Company pleaded 
poverty, and he let the matter run for a 
time. When his salary fell behind about 
$8,000, he put the matter in the hands of an 
attorney, and while they were trying to ne- 
gotiate a settlement, the Inter-Ocean Com- 
pany suddenly closed its official 
existence, and out of its grave rose 
the Inter-Ocean Publishing Company, 
which voraciously .swallowed everything 
belonging to the old concern except its debts. 
Fawcett subsequently recovered judgment 
against the old company, but could find no 
assets on which to levy, and now seeks to 
diseover how the one company so suddenly 
absorbed the other, and where the assets of 
the old concern have gone. He also claims 
that the stockholders tf the first company 
never paid up their stock in full, and asks 
to have them made liable for their unpaid 
balances. 


GOULD BROS. & DIBBLEE. 

A bill was filed ey in the Circuit 
Court by William R. Gould against Henry 
Dibblee, John S. Gould, and Newbury C. 
Hills, administrator of the estate of M. B. 
Gould, deceased, to close up the affairs of the 
firm of Gould Bros. & Dibblee. ‘The partner- 
ship was formed Feb. 17, 1873, Gould Bros. 
contributing $20,000 and Dibblee a like 


amount, and was dissolved Jan. 31, 1878. 
After the dissolution it was agreed complain- 
ant should wind upthe affairs of the firm, and 
he accordingly took possession of the 
books of account and for convenience sake 
gut therm in the safe of M. Gould. The 
atter was accidentally shot in December
